Continuing our brief sketch of Los 
Angeles and Southern California— 
their yesterday and today-—it may be 
noted that many discouraged home- 
seekers of the epochal period between 


the pueblo and the rude frontier 
town, returned East to stay. They 
warned their neighbors and friends 
that Los Angeles was a veritable 
it never, 
never would amount to anything. 
They saw nothing but the most un- 
eventful mediocrity for the little 
adobe settlement clustered about the 
historic old plaza. It was even less 
interesting when it emerged into the 
small western town reaching out 
wavering arms toward the foothills 
and the sea. No one thought it 
would ever reach either place. Its 
buildings were unheated, its streets 
unpaved. Sand storms in the summer, 
flooded afeas in the winter and mud 
everywhere. The marshes stretching 
from the little town to the port of 
San Pedro seemed to preclude devel- 
opment in that direction. To the 
north lay the hills and no one 
thought they would ever be tunnelled 
for traffic and surmounted by beauti- 
ful. homes. 

What wonder that faint hearts grew 
sick for the homeland left so far be- 
hind? Vast deserts, unexplored moun- 
tains, the great continental divide 
and wild prairie lands lay between 
this undeveloped coastal plain and 
the civilization of the East. Many 
homesick ones returned to their 
former homes, glad to get back to 
“God's country,” as they expressed it. 

To those who remained and faced 
hardships of a crude western

land, the Los Angeles and Southern 
California of today owes much.

every Occa- 
sion—that it is our principal interest. 

I¢ may be true. It probably is, but 
there is a reason. When we contrast 
our metropolitan Los Angeles of today 
with the rude and unaspiring little 
pueblo town of the last century, our 
boosting is not without justification.

the prediction seemed as logical as a 
mathematical formula. 

The day of civic thrills was over be- 
fore we reached the million mark. 
We know that our position as a 
metropolis is won. We know that we 
must continue to grow, unless a gi- 
gantic tidal wave submerges us, or an 
earthquake swallows us up, or Castro 
again becomes alive! All of which if 
within the range of possibilities and 
should keep us humble.

Although one of the objectives of all treat- 
ment is the eradication and suppression of 
pain, we must apply our knowledge so that 
the cure will not be worse than the disease. 

The use of medicinal agents merely to 
suppress pain, the symptom of disease, is 
much to be deplored. 

Pain is a sequence to a disease process, 
the cry of the tissue that abnormal function 


jured nerve is no justification for the 
paralysis of the nerves via the route of the 
pain-depressing drugs. Instead, it would be 
a wiser plan to understand the processes 
of disease, the means by which the tissue 
becomes congested and irritated.

When planting carrots, parsnips and even 
beets, larger space can be given over for 
the first plantings, because these will re- 
main of good flavor for some time after 
reaching maturity. Of course, this will be 
found true of late fall plantings more than 
with those made at this time. One sowing of 
these vegetables now, however, should take 
care of the family’s needs until the second 
planting season in July. Turnips, radishes, 
spinach and lettuce will deteriorate quick- 
ly after maturity, so successive piantings 
of these should be made about every three 
or four 


The writer fashioned a home-made device 
to facilitate planting several years ago, and 
found it extremely helpful, especially for 
double row planting. Several widths. or 
depths of “keel” can be used in making up 
this tool. Im fact, if one wishes, several 
keels of varying depth can be made corres- 
sponding to the accepted planting depth of 
the various yegetables, and these may be
